His utterances were a* 
cepted as his political creed and were 
received with satisfaction by many 
progressives, although Colonel Roose­ 
velt himself, in a speech at Kansas 
City, classed himself as a progressive 
W herever 
lie went 
he talked 
the 
“ square deal” and honest politics. 


Nation Facing a Crisis. 


At Osawatomie he declared that the 
nation was facing a crisis as grave as 
that which preceded the Civil war and 
there 
he 
outlined 
at 
the 
greatest 
length his theories of what ought to 
be done about it. These led to his plea 
for a “ new nationalism,” to deal more 
effectively with such questions es con­ 
trol of corporations and the conserva­ 
tion of natural resources. 
In Kansas City he urged a federal 
act to regulate ’the compensation of 
workingmen. 
In Iowa, he turned for 
the first time to the tariff. 
At Sioux 
City he first mentioned the Taft ad­ 
ministration. 
At Fargo he declare 
himself in hearty sympathy with or­ 
ganized labor and at the same time 
warned the unions that they must op­ 
pose lawless violence. 
The following 
day in St. Paul he urged, even more 
em phatically than before, the control 
of the country’s natural resources b; 
the federal government instead of by 
the individual states. 
The most sensational incident of the 
entire trip occurred at Freeport, 111., 
when he refused to attend a dinner of 
the Hamilton club in Chicago if T o it­ 
ed States Senator Lorim er, a member 
of the club, were present 
E a rly in October Colonel Roosevelt 
will launch again on a shorter tour 
through the South, during which he 
will make a campaign speech for Sen­ 
ator Beveridge in Indiana. 
He has 
also promised to speak for Senator 
l^odge in Massachusetts.
